On  the  day  fox  the  trial,  i  tilled  my  sad 
die  bags  full  of  books  and  started  to  justice 

R  's,  but  to  my  vexation  overlook  the  ad 

miniistrator  of  K  -,  bin  counsel,  Horatio 

T.  H.,  and  the  town  justice,  and  we  rode  on 
together  to  justice  R  's 

Justice  R  was  an  old  time  customer; 

a  man  of  consequence  in  his  neighborhood, 
and  that  consequence  enhaneed  in  his  ioindi 
by  his  extreme  vanity.  He  let  no  occasion 
pass  that  he  did  not  give  the  information  to 
those  who  came  about  him,  that  he  had  been 
a  justice  of  the  peace  for  seventeen  years  in 
Campbell  county,  and  that  no  appeal  had 
ever  been  taken  from  his  decisions — always 
giving  the  declaration  emphasis  by  rising  on 
his  toes,  with  his  right  hand  doubled  up, 
and  with  the  thumb  side  to  him  giving  his 
right  cheek  and  right  side  of  his  nose  a  brisk 
wipe. 

The  justice  drew  out  his  table,  opened  his 
docket,  and  entered  on  it

Horatio  T.  H.  for  plaintiff,  read  the  note 
in  evidence,  and  there  rested.  L.  T.  relied

and  D  lived  only  four  or  five  milesaparl. 

and  that  D          had  always  had  enough 

property  liable  to  execution  to  pay  the  amount 
of  the  debt — this  was  all  the  evidence.  L. 
T.  claimed  the  right  to  open  and  conclude 
the  argument,  as  he  did  not  deny  the  execu- 
tion of  the  note,  and  it  was  accorded  to  him. 
He  read  several  law  books,  showing  that  pay- 
ment would  be  presumed  after  the  lapse  of 
twenty  year*,  and  urgucd  that  there  was 
nothing  in  the  proof  to  destroy  the  presump- 
tion.

The  justieetook  off  his 
specs,  gave  the  side  of  his  face  and  nose  a 
wipe  with  his  list,  and  arose  with  an  air  and 
manner  as  much  as  to  say:  -  .list  yon  hold 
still  a  minit,  while  I  philosiphicate  this  mat- 
ter in  rnymind."  He  walked  with  a  solemn, 
measured  tread  to  the  back  part  of  the  room, 
sat  down  on  a  three  legged  stool,  put  his  left 
leg  over  his  right  and  his  left  arm  across 
his  lap;  brought  hie  right  elbow  on  to  his 
left  arm,  took  hold  of  bis  chin  with  his  right 
hand,  shut  his  eyes,  and  went  off  into  a  legal 
meditation. 

For  a  few  moments  the  company  sat  still, 
but  at  last  got  to  talking  and  laughing  in  a 
merry  way.  While  the  plaintiff'scounsel  was 
telling  an  anecdote,  and  all  present  listening 
very  attentively,  justice  R  suddenly  step- 
ped before  him,  raised  on  his  tip  toes,  brought 
his  face  and  nose  a  wipe  with  his  fist,  and 
pronounced  his  judgment :  -Raish.

The  appeal  whs  obtained  to  the  Circuit 
Court,  the  old  justice  was  there  watching 
what  woitld  become  of  it.

he  di.suiitsed  his  appeal,  aud  the  debt  was 
forever  lost. 

In  half  an  hour  afterwards  the  old  justice 
cam.-  charging  through  the  court  house 
square  on  horsebuck,  drunk  as  a  fiddler, 
bawling  out  at  the  top  of  his  voice:  "Seven- 
teen vears  have  I  been  a  magistrate  in  Camp- 
bell county,  and  no  man  ever  appealed  from 
my  decisions  but  Raish  II.,  and  what  did 
he  git  by  it?  Jist  had  the  costs  to  pay.' 
And  home  he  went,  satisfied  no  man  had  any 
right  to  appeal  from  his  decisions.

My  De.vB  Sib:  Your  eminent  position  and  the 
intimate  relations  which  have  long  existed  be- 
tween us  induce  mo  to  address  TOO  upon  the  pres- 
ent state  of  the  country.  In  the  conversation  j 
which  1  had  the  honor  of  holding  withyou  recent- 
ly, at  the  Saratoga  Springs,  we  agreed  in  opinion 
as  to  the  perils  which  surrounded  tho government, 
and  as  to  the  beat  mode  of  averting  thein;  and  sub- 
sequent reflection  hns  confirmed  that  opinion.  11 
it  were  possible  to  reach  the  great  body  of  our 
countrymen,  and  pursuade  them  to  look  into  the 
actual  condition  of  public  affuit uninfluenced  by 
those  passions  which,  unhappily,  have  too  long 
sses  I  swayed  the  masses  which  niiike  up  political  par 
1  ties,  I  am  confident  that  they  would  think  as  you 
and  I  do.  The  importance  mid  the  graudness  ot 
the  issue  soon  to  be  decided  ought  to  arouse  the 
patriotism  of  every  man  within  the  limits  of  this 
wide  spread  republic.  The  great  fuel  which  standi 
out  before  the  country  is,  that  a  powerful  sectional 
organization  threatens  to  acquire  control  of  the 
government;  a  party  which,  ignoring  every  other 
question,  rallies  its  followers  to  a  crusade  against 
slavery;  a  party  which,  taking  its  candidates  for 
the  highest  offices  in  the  republic  from  one  section 
of  tho  Union,  proclaims  its  purposes  to  bring  the 
institutions  of  tho  other  section  under  the  ban  of 
the  government. 

Suoh  a  party  ought  not  to  be  loleratod,  and 
against  it  every  man  whose  patriotic  instinclsare 
not  utterly  dead  should  range  himself  in  the  order 
of  battle,  no  matter  what  creed  he  may  have  pro- 
fessed, or  what  name  he  may  have  borne.  Every 
true  man,  with  all  his  manhood,  should  take  his 
place  under  that  great  standard  which  the  friends 
of  tho  Union  have  set  up  against  that  powerful 
party  which  threatens  to  tread  tho  Constitution 
under  foot,  and  to  involve  the  country  in  w  ide- 
sprcad  ruin.  Nothing  can  save  the  country  from 
great  trouMes  bul  the  uprising  of  that  love  of  the 
Union  which  lies  deep  in  the  popular  heart.  Let 
that  rise  in  its  majestic  swell  and  it  will  overwhelm 
the  enemies  of  the  Constitution.  Party  stand- 
ards flaunt  the  air  in  vain;  tho  magic  of  party 
names  is  gone;  tho  tendency  of  party  managers 
over  tho  masses  is  at  an  end;  nothing  can  reach 
the  hearts  of  the  people  but  the  dear  names  ol  the 
country  and  the  Union. 

Tho  present  canvass  for  tho  Presidency  docs 
show  that  old  party  linos  nn>  almost  obliterated 
in  tho  great  struggle. 

When  Mr.  Buchanan  camo  into  power,  1  fell  ii 
to  be  my  duty  to  support  his  administration,  and  I 
said  so  publicly.  I  declined  to  contest  with  his 
friends  the  places  which  they  held,  stating  it  as  my 
opinion  that  the  conservative  forco  of  the  country 
ought  not  to  be  impaired,  but  that  it  was  our  duty 
to  forget  past  political  strife  and  antagonism,  and 
do  what  we  might  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the 
party  iu  power,  in  view  of  the  great  impending 
conflict  to  be  fought  in  1860.  That  position  I 
have  maintained  until  recently;  others  hare  held 
it  besides  myself;  but,  unhappily,  the  great  party 
which  achieved  the  signal  triumph  four  years 
■ince  is  now  torn  by  fierce  distentions, and  ttandt 
utterly  powerless  to  contend  against  that  formi- 
dable organization,  which  ranges  its  battalions 
along  the  whole  line  which  divides  the  North 
from  the  South.  Neither  Mr.  Douglas  nor  Mr. 
Breckinridge  can  appeal  to  tho  allegiance  of  those 
who  compose  their  party;  neither  can  concentrate 
the  strength  of  that  party.  Mr.  Breckinridgo  is 
the  exponent  of  my  views;  he  stands  upon  a  plat- 
form which  I  approve;  I  admire  him  personally, 
and  lam  very  sure  that  he  is  not  in  the  slight- 
est degree  tainted  with  disloyalty  to  the  Union 
with  which  ho  is  charged.  I  must  say,  too,  with 
equal  candor,  that  I  believe  the  accusations 
brought  against  Mr.  Douglas  are  greatly  over- 
stated. He  is  a  patriotic  and  consistent  states- 
man. Still  it  is  clear  that  the  antagonistical  atti- 
tude of  those  two  gentlemen, and  the  fierce  con- 
flict that  la  waged  between  their  friends,  must  put 
it  out  of  the  power  of  either  of  them  to  defeat  Mr. 
Lincoln;  while  this  very  dissention  in  the  ranks  of 
a  party  to  which  many  of  us  gave  our  support 
from  tho  mere  fact  that  it  was  in  position,  con 
fronting  tho  enemies  of  the  Constitution  and 
turning  its  guns  upon  them,  now  release  us  from 
any  sort  of  obligation  to  hold  our  ground  longer 
as  allies.  When  tho  army  which  we  came  to  aid 
has  ceased  to  deliver  its  tire  against  the  common 
enemy,  and  is  fiercely  engaged  in  an  iuternecine 
*:it,  surely  we  need  no  longer  keep  our  places  in 
it  lines.  There  is  another  party  iu  the  field  led 
by  Mole  and  experienced  statesmen,  with  whom 
3  <u  and  I  have  been  long  associated;  and  that 
pet  ly  alone  can  save  us  at  the  present  conjunc- 
ture by  drawing  to  its  standard  the  friends  of  the 
Viuon  from  every  part  of  this  great  confederacy. 

At  all  events  tho  friends  of  the  Constitution, 
whatever  may  be  their  preference  for  individuals, 
shuald  merge  personal  predilection  in  theii 
regard  for  the  good  of  tho  country.  There 
should  be  no  strife  between  the  friends  of  Mr. 
Douglas,  Mr.  Breckinridge  or  Mr.  Bell  ;  but 
coming  up  as  one  phalanx  in  serried  lines,  tbey 
should  pat  out  their  fulbtength  in  a  united  effpri 
to  defeat  tho  Black  Republicans. 

An  earnest  survey  of  the  state  of  the  country 
has  satisfied  me  that  a  great  reaction  is  going  on 
in  the  sentiments  of  the  Northern  people;  they 
are  not  willing  to  put  the  Union  of  these  great  kin- 
dred States  in  jeopardy  by  giving  power  into  the 
hands  of  a  merely  sectional  party,  and  they  will 
not  do  it.  I  am  confident  that  I  do  not  miscon- 
strue the  signs  of  the  times.  The  extraordinary 
activity  displayed  by  the  friends  of  Mr.  Lincoln 
in  vindicating  bim  from  the  accusation  of  euter- 
taining  extreme  abolition  sentiments  plainly  shows 
their  estimate  of  the  patriotic  instincts  of  the 
American  people,  and  manifests  a  very  proper 
apprehension  of  the  destructive  power  of  a  reflux 
tide. 

Mr.  Seward's  spoech  created  something  of  a 
panic  in  the  ranks  of  bis  party.  It  is  now  stu- 
diously insisted  that  Mr.  Lincoln  does  not  hold 
those  ultra  opinions.  Nothing  is  said  now  of  the 
"irrepressible  oonflict"  between  tbe  North  and  the 
South — an  idea  which,  it  is  understood,  originated 
with  Mr.  Lincoln,  who,  I  believe  asserted  in  his 
canvass  with  Mr.  Douglas  for  the  Senate,  that 
our  government  embraced  two  conflicting  systems 
of  civilization;  that  one  or  the  other  must  be  Bur- 
rendered  to  slavery  or  freedom.  Well  may  his 
friends  shrink  from  inscribing  that  sentiment  upon 
his  banners;  the  patriotic  people  of  tbe  North 
and  South  will  alike  denounce  it,  for  they  prefer 
to  leave  the  States  which  compose  the  Union  to 
lull  and  unmolested  enjoyment  of  their  own  in- 
stitutions, under  the  protecting  aegis  of  the  Con- 
stitution. Even  now  it  is  clear  that  the  conserva- 
tive men  of  the  country  are  coming  to  the  rescue, 
and  sectionalism  will  be  rebuked,  and  the  move- 
ment in  bohalf  of  the  Union  will  now  ncquirea  re- 
sistless momentum. 

We  both  think,  and  every  day's  events  must 
strengthen  tbi&  opinion,  that  the  only  hope  of  de- 
feating Mr.  Lincoln  is  to  conquer  our  prejudices, 
to  disregard  parly  shackles,  and  to  rally  every- 
where in  support  of  those  eminent  and  eonserva 
tive  statesmen  whose  claim  upon  our  confidence 
does  not  rest  upon  their  possesion  of  a  creed,  but 
upon  the  surer  and  belter  basis  of  well  defined 
character,  of  matured  wisdom  and  of  great  pub- 
lic services — John  Bell  and  Edward  Everett. 

The  great  Stateof  New  York  will,  I  hope,  lead 
the  n  ay  in  this  patriotic  course — a  State  great  in 
nil  the  elements  of  material  wealth  and  moral 
power.  Her  great  city  is  emphatically  the  empo- 
rium of  the  whole  country,  for  New  York  is  not  a 
Northern  city — it  is  a  national  city.  In  this 
great  State  a  national  spirit  should  prevail,  and 
the  friends  of  the  Union  should  be  sustained. 
The  conflict  now  going  on  must  be  a  decisive  one, 
and  if  sectionalism  can  be  defeated  in  this  great 
battle,  it  will  be  overwhelmed.  You,  sir,  aro  a 
Northern  man;  I  am  a  Southern  man;  but  we 
both  love  our  whole  country.  You  have  been 
upon  our  soil,  have  seen  our  institutions,  and  you 
know  how  warmly  you  were  welcomed  in  our 
midst,  for  you  were  regarded  an  eminent  and  pa- 
triotic statesman.  In  my  present  visit  to  the 
North,  I  have  seen  much  to  gratify  me;  I  rejoice 
in  witnessing  tho  abounding  prosperity  which 
everywhere  meets  my  glance;  but,  above  all,  do  I 
rejoice  in  observing  the  growth  of  a  powerful 
national  sentiment  that  will  yet  be  strong  enough 
to  save  the  republic,  and  to  keep  the  government 
in  its  true  orbit,  respecting  both  the  rights  of  the 
States  and  the  Union  of  the  States.  Very  truly,

street  I  ire  Insurance  Company  have  been  rlecln*- 

od  insufficient  to  justify  the  future  prosecution  of 
its  business,  and  that  Superintendent  Barnes  has 
called  for  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation.  It 
would  appear  from  the  report  of  this  ottioer  that 
most  of  the  securities  which  make  up  the  oompt 
ny's  assets  consist  of  mortgages  on  wild  and  un- 
cultivated lands  in  tins  State,  or  of  other  prop- 
erty, the  value  of  which  is  grently  overestimated 
Yl  e  believe  that  if  the  securities  of  most  of  the 
other  Are  insnranco  companies  in  this  city  were 
subjected  to  a  similar  strict  examination,  thev 
would  be  found  fat  below  the  amount  fixed  by  law" 
There  is  probably  not  one  out  of  ten  that  is  in  a 
condition  to  meet  the  risks  that  it  undertakes 
supposing  an  extensive  and  wide  spread  confla- 
gration to  occur.  These  fire  insurance  companies 
arc  but  in  too  many  instances  established  merely 
to  provide  places  for  broken  down  merchants  and 
others  who  have  a  certain  amount  of  commercial 
influence.  All  such  bogus  institutions  are  a  drug 
upon  the  operations  of  a  system  which  has  eon 
lerred  a  vast  amount  of  benefit  upon  society  and 
which  would  contribute  still  further  to  Its  protec- 
tion if  tho  profits  of  the  legitimately  organized 
operations  were  not  cut  up  by  an  unfair  opposi- 
tion of  this  kind.  Wo  trust  that  the  heads  of  tho 
insurance  department  will  persevere  in  their  ef- 
furta  for  the  reform  of  this  abuse,  of  which  the 
report  of  Superintendent  Barnes  is  so  creditable 
an  example. 

[From  a  Philadelphia  Paper.] 

Hedcciko  the  Rates  or  InsihaSce.— Some  of 
the  Fire  Insurance  Companies  of  Philadelphia, 
and  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  the  foreign  in- 
surance Companies  doing  business  in  Philadelphia, 
have  made,  and  it  would  appear  they  are  still 
making,  a  considerable  and  almost  ruinous  reduc- 
tion on  rates  for  mercantile  risks.  There  is  no 
reason  whatever  beyond  the  purposes  of  competi- 
tion, and  to  obtain  businoss  at  losing  rales,  rather 
than  get  none,  for  such  a  course.  The  officers  and 
agencies  that  take  risks  at  the  ruinous  rates  re- 
ferred to,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  have  neither 
the  abihty,  desire,  nor  intention  of  paying  loses 
when  they  occur  uudor  these  policies.  It  is, 
iberelore,  not  the  least  strange  that  tho  mer- 
chant aud  property  owner  can  got  insured,  (nom- 
inallyjlarge  lines  at  nominal  rates  of  premium. 

Our  readers-  should  bear  in  tuiud  that  a  cheap 
insurance  is,  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the  most 
expensive  in  tho  end,  and  when  an  agent,  drum- 
mer or  broker  solicits,  or  rather  drums  a  merchant 
or  property  owner  Tor  his  risks,  and  insist  upon 
placing  them,  on  the  ground  of  taking  them  at  a 
low  rate  of  premium,  it  will  be  safe  to  infer  that 
the  intention  is  to  place  them  in  some  bogus  local 
or  foreign  Insurance  Company,  that,  according 
to  tho  above  mode  of  paying  losses,  can  safely  af- 
ford to  take  lines  at  oven  nominal  rates.  The 
Insurance  business  in  Philadelphia  it,  by  the 
above  fraudulent  concerns,  being  cut  up  badly, 
and  we  would  advise  our  responsible  Companies 
not  to  try  to  compete  with  them,  for  although 
many  men  are  at  present  somewhat  blind  to  their 
interests  in  Insurance  matters,  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  a  great  portion  of  such  will  ere  long  dis- 
co\  e  •  their  error— some  by  sad  and  expensive  ex- 
perience, and  others,  probably,  by  observation — as 
far  at  least  as  the  impropriety  of  cheap  insurance 
is  concerned.
